No one in Llis 
country will have overlooked (he friendly 
undertoncs, and very few people wlll hava 
doubted the sincerlly of Nixon's convic- 
tlons, the Indiegrity of tlıiis Intentions.

NIxan explalncd to Chancellor Klosln= 
ger that he stands by West Berlin —~ irreg« 
peclive of the Federal!

But this applle 
more to West Berlin (han to Bonn, One 
Policeman said nervously and irritably ® 
a colleague: "In Berlin things’ ha realY 
bad. Every leu minutes wa get a bomb 
threat. And now we've gol to give all hê 
walters lhe once-over," 


Kiang Rurloll Dreher 
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Minister Vogel, Ihe dıairınan of Ihe Faede- 
ral Republlc Confederation of Trade 
Unions {DGP) Gscieldle, Professor Scheuch 
(Cologne), lhe publisher of (he Frank- 
iurler Allgemelne Zeitung Benckiser and 
Counless Dûnlıoff (Die Zell). The author 
Helnridı BII declined the Invilatlon. 

President Nixon again displayed his jn- 
dependence when he unexpectedly ex- 
pressed a desire to pay his respects to the 
Buntlestaq. Members of tha Bundestag, 
who hal been specially sımmoned lo the 
chamber per Joudspeaker, Cabinel mi- 
misters and the Federal state leaders on 
lhe Bundesrat bench gave a standing ova- 
{lon when the American President entered 
the chamber — Interrupling the agrlcultu- 
ral debate — and Bundestag Prasldent 
Kal-Uwe van Hassel spoke of the great 
honoıtr which the Bundestag felt he had 
bestowed upon them, Nixon gave a skilful 
reply, conımenling Lhal {his was the first 
lime he had addressed “any parliament In 
the world" — including his own — since 
his election as President. 


Before the first round of talks beiween 
Nixon and Klesinger at the Chancellor's 
office in the morning, the President of lho 
country whidı Klesinger — sllcking to the 
famlly image —- engagingly referred to as 
the "blg brother" also appeared In front 
of television cameras, the cameras were 
trained on the President as soon as he 6p- 
peared in public, 


And so Chancellor Kleslnger also had 
the opporlunily to he seen on TV by mli- 
lions of viewers, Standing on the Lerrace 
of the Pnlals Schaumburg in front of Pre- 
sident Nixon, who was wearing a bluish 
grey, sult wilh a biue spottad tle, the 
Chancellor niade an expansive geslura as 
if he wanted to embrace the whole of the 
snaw-covered park. 


Later Nixon, Klesinger, Libke and the 
Cabinet posed for a cosy group photn- 
graph in [rant of (ha Villa [1ammerschmidt, 
before having lundı ~ which according lo 
tho official programme was called “break- 
fasl." The essembled company ate cold 
lobster, clear celery soup, breast of phea-= 
sanl and slrawberry mousse accompaniod 
by German wines and champagna, 


Wilhelnıine Libke descended the stairs 
of the Villa Hanımerschmidt firat, signall- 
ing to her hiüsbend who, however, was 
chatting to Presldent Nixan who leant {or- 
ward smiling several times, 


Frau Klesinger was not so much in the 
limelight on tha occoslon of this “mast

Background to the President's talks with 
Chancellor Kiesinger 
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the Chancellor's office lo distraction — all 
İn valn. Tle red carpet remained rolled 
up on tbe terrace, 

Host and guest arrived in Bonn in a mo- 
torcade, President Nixon and Chancellor 
Kiesinger (ravelled in Nixon's bullet and 
explosive-proof car, which had bean spe- 
cially flown in, and were preceded by se- 
curity officials wilh mud-spaltered faces, 
{The two goramment Icaders did not need 
to waste iltne wilh interpreters as lle 
Chancellor speaks English.) 

One policoman was nol impressed by 
the motorcade: “The weather wasn't {hat 
bad. Kiesmger went 1o the airport n the 
helicopter, And we've used lhe helicopter 
when you couldn'l sce more than twelve 
fcet above (he ground.” 

Of couıse, lhe inhabitants of Bonn and 
Bad Godesberg who usually line tle 
streats when forcign heads of slate visit 
the capilal were not prepared {or the 
“land route." Il was only in lhe afternaon 
that a few waving spectators put in an 
Appearance when President Nixon went 
by car to the American ambassador's villa 
in Bad Godesberg, where American presi- 
dents always stay for securlly reasons. 

More spectators were In evidence when 
he drove back to Palals Shaumburg in the 
evening for dinner, According to prolocol, 
{he sixteen guests invited to the dinner 
corresponded to Lhe sirenglh ot tha paliti- 
cal parties: Including four members of 
each of the Coalilon parties, the Chrislan 
Democratlc and Chrisllan Social Unions 
{CDU/CSU) and the Social Democralic 
Parly (SPD), and {wo reprcsentalives of 
1he opposltion, the Free Democratic Parly 
(FDP. 

The only problem whic the Bonn orga- 
nisers had (o face wos the request by the 
Nixon adminlstrailon that the vislt should 
be "quite different” from those of lis pro- 
decassors. In accordance wilh Nixon's 
wishes a meeting with prominent Federal 
Republic personalities was arranged for 
the afternoon in the Federal Presidenl'a 
residence, 

For I\nexpllcable reasons the list of 
People Inviled (o this meellng was guarde 
ed like a state secret untll midday ou 
Wednesday 26 February, And so Nixon 
Was able to talk to Professor Friedridh 
Kerl von Walzsëcker, Mainz ‘Edücalior 


. Prosident Rlcharel' Nixon. with Foderal’ President Hetaridh Libka (righi) ond fis wif 
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resident Rihard Nixon and Chancellor 

Kiesinger had no sooner gone inlo the 
sludy of tho Palais Shaumburg when in- 
quisllive reporters became eager Jenealo- 
gisis. The President's speech at the Co- 
logne-Bonn airport a short while earlier 
initiated this sudden nterest. 

The crowd applauded when Nixon an- 
nounced thal his mother-in-law was born 
in Germany. The impact of this flattering 
revelatlon, eapeclally suited for a German 
aurtlence, was Increased when he adcled: 
“The German spirlt igs just as alive In her 
ns it is in my two daughlers." 

Surprised by this close blood and in- 
tellteclual relatlonshlip with the family of 
the "highest represenlalive of lhe Ameri- 
can people” {Kiesinger), reporters un- 
carthed tha following facts in Hie archlves: 
1n 1912 Kdthe Halberstadt, the wlle of an 
Irlsh gold-digger, gave birlh lo a daugh- 
tar, Palricia Ryan, in a tent in Nevada, 
Twenly-eigll years laler Patricia, who 
was ilot rich, ınarrlerla similarly, unendow-= 
etl lawyer Rldiard Miilhous Nixon. 

A ioucling story whlch the President 
bas related often onough and on (his occa- 
sion adupled {o sult his Gorman hosts, 
Helped along by sudı Irlendly remarks, 
the visll of this polite man Irom Washing- 
lon to û damp and cold Bonn on 26 Febru- 
ary” passed off much more pleasantly than 
cexpacled, 


Previous American 
visitors 

At len o'clock In ha morming the TV 
announcer proudly llsted Nixon's prede- 
crssors who also visited ihe "Federal Re- 
Public — Eisenhower, Kennedy and John- 
san — bıt aclded ruefully thal Nixon was 
the fJrsl Presidont. who had.beon greeted 
by snow in Bonn, 

Tha snow also obliged Milnlsters and 
State Sectatarles wha had lumned out In 
hals and coats to wait for tha President 
under cover, and tha welcoming spcech- 
es were glven İn a kind of garden pavil- 
lon, 

As if to contradict the unfrtandly mood 
of lhe wealher, Chancellor Kiesinger pil- 
ed up his greelings: “You ate very wel- 
come ... {he whole German people i8 de- 
lighted ... we are ospeclally pleased .., 
sincerely pleased .., we wish you goad 
forlunce and success ..,." And the İnler- 
prater's wards echoad across (he misty 
alrporl — “happy ,.. pleased... glad .,, 
from the bollom of my heart," 

Schoolchildren from lhe second lo eighth 
classes from nearby Cologne-Porz ensured 
lhat (here was an enthusiastic, waving 
crowd lo greet. lhe President's arrival, One 
uf the 220 shoolchlidren presented Nixon 
with .a bouquet and, contrary to protocol, 
he shook hands wilh spectalors by way of 
saying lhank-you [ur {tle pleasant recep- 
tlon, 

Prasldent Nixon look an inillalled, 
gold-plated biro out of his breasl-pocket 
und the boy's fathor immediately plunged 
il inlo lis pocket as if {t were a religious 
relic. Other speclalors who wanted to at 
lenst have a look at, iî nol loudh, the pre- 
clous object did nal have a chance to do 
Sa. 


Because ‘of tha slight sleet, tha polca 
ancl lhe Presldent’s. bodyguard decided to 
loave iho helicopler at the airport and 
traval to Bonn on the motorway, The or- 
dor went out in carnlval-llke police langu- 
affe: land route.

For days the large military helicopter 
had practised landing on tha grasa behiud:

ing nolsa had almost driven the staff of 
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His talks in Bonn ond Berlin ranged 
over a witle number of topics, Al dinnar 
in Bonn the Presidem of the United 
Slates was oble to discuss informally 
mutolly impartant questions with Karl 
Schillar, Economic Affairs Minister ancl 
Willy Brundt, Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs (bottom loft], Although no precise 
developnıents came out of the visit, the 
American lecder made personal con- 
tact with officials In ihe Fedoral Ro- 
public which will undoubtodly mature 
fo even closer co-operotion between

dent, Presldent Nixon shook hands with 
u young Negro boy, whose parents are 
aHachod 10 the legation {middla of 
pege 9).

force One, He inspected a guard of honour 
made up from tha Bundesmarine (top lel). 
The woother was cold and uninviting, bul 
the enthusiasm of the crowd that had walt. 
eu many hours for Mr Nixon's arrival made 
up for this, The Presiclant was taken to the 
Palois Schaumburg by car — security men 
ruled out holicopter transportation becouse 
of the high buildings in Bonn close to the 
Chancellor's official residence, Chancellor 
Klesinger first showed his guest the gûr 
dens of the Palais (top right). Ignoring his 
security man President Nixon plunged Into 
fhe cheering crowds that linad tha route 
from Bonn #0 Bad Godesberg, shaking 
hands wilh people many of whom were 
waving ihe Stars and Stripes (in fhe middle 
of the page).

By your faith in the future, you have 
inspired renewed falth tr the hearts of all 
men. The men of the past Lhouglıl in terms 
of blockades anıl walls, the men ol the 
futuro will fhink in terıns of open chan- 
nels, 

The men of ile pasl wara trapped In lhe 
Otay overcast of Cold War. Tlie men ol 
the future, a fulure loward which we wll 
all work, if only they remenıber the 
lragedy and trlumph ef Berlin, will be frea 
to walk in the warm sunllght of a just 
peace. 


And now one final ınessage from lla 
hearts of the peaple of America Lo {he 
people of BerHn. Sometimes you nıust feel 
that you are very mudı alone, But always 
remember that people who are (tee and 
who want lo be free around the world are 
with you. In the scnse that the people of 
Berlin stand for freedom and peace eli the 
people of {he world are truly Berliners, 


Mr Mayor, Mir Chancellor, Mr VlIce- 
Chancellor, Mir Secretary ol Stale, all of 
the dislnguished guests, that are here in 
this room, I speak to you at a time, when 
I hava experienced a very moving occa- 
sion to travel {lhrough this clly and IT 
realise again what Berlin means to all the 
people of the world. We have seen here 
a Wall. A Wall can divide a cily, but a 
Wall can never divide a people. A Wall 
can divlda physically, bul It can nol 
divide Berlin spirltually, because the spirit 
of ireedom that I saw In tla Iaces af lhou- 
sands of Berlinars today, Is a spirit, that 
wlil conlinua io survivo and that will cun- 
tinue to rocelve support by those who are 
free tiroughoult the world. 


As I went lhrough the clty, too, I realls= 
ed that those, who have indicated that 
his city was a dying cily, wero wrang.

Text of address President Richard Nixon 
gave to Siemens’ workers in West Berlin 


Richard Nixon acknowledges the applause of Siemens" workers after he spoke 1o 
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as a result no city In {he world has more 
friends — or more devoted friends than 
has the city of Berlin, 

The American responsibility here is 
derived from the most solemn Interna- 
tional agreements. But what we have gone 
trough together in those {wenly four 
years lıas given those agrcements a spa- 
clal meaning. Four presidents: befora ma 
have held to this principle. And I tell at 
this Hime In this placr that 1, tan, hold 
fast to thal principle: Berlin must remain 
free. . 2 

T do not say this in any spirlt of bra- 
vaclo or helligerence. I an simply staling 
uan irrevocable fact of International lifa. 
Our cuınmliment lo the freodom of Berlin 
has never been mora steady, naver more 
firın than İH is today. For more than & 
generation, wa hava pledged Amerlcan 
Hives to an ideal and a reallty: That Berlin 
shall be froa and that Berlin shall Hiva. For 
its parl, Berlin has remained sieadfast, 


So have we — and steadfast we shall 
slay. 

No one should doubt the determination 
of tlie United States to Jive up to ils obli- 
gatlons. Tho question before lhe world ls 
not whether wa slıall rise to the dıallenge 
of defending Berlin — we have already 
demonstrated that we shall, The question 
now is how best to ond the dıallonge, and 
clear the way for a peaceful solullon lo 
the problem of a divided Germany, 


When we say that we reject any uni- 
ialeral alteration of the status quo.in Ber 
lin we do not mean thal wa consider tha 
atatus quo to be sallsfaclory, .Nobody 
baneiils from a stalemate, leasl of all the 
people of Berlin, 

Let us sel behind us the slereotypa of 
Berlin as a "provocation"; let us, all of us, 
view the situatlon in Berlin as an invoca- 
tion, a call lo end the tanslon of a past 
age hore and everywhere, 

Our common attllude can best ba #x- 
pressed in a motto of Goethe's: "Wilhout 
haste but without rest". 


Step by step we shall strive together to 
construct a durable peace. Thera were 
limes in Ihe past when Berlin lıad to sland 
its grnund In deflance of powerful forces 
that lhrealened to overwhelm il. Your de- 
lerminallon in those Limes of danger de- 
monstraled heyond the shadow of a doubt 
that threals and coercion could never suc- 
ceed. By your fortilude you have created 
condillons wich may in {lime permit 
another kind of Jdeterminalion — a deler- 
mination {hat we shall, by negotlalinn

But as we came 
through the clly ihe crowls were so large 
hat we were to keep on our sdıedule and 
go the reason we are lale is a demonslra- 
lon of the truth of what the mayor has 
just said, that the people of Berlin are frea 
and that despite a wall lhis is one city and 
one people and one nation. 

I saw many signs as we came through 
the sireets of the city, some were in Eng- 
lish, most were in German, and the ones 
in German I, of course, could not under- 
sland, But there was one sign that was a 
combinatian, thal male me feel very much 
at home. It said “Ha, I1o, He — Nixon Is 
okay”. 

I first canıe ta this city 22 years ago. At 
that time nıost of those that I see here are 
many of {hose who were not yet born. 
And io many who came here then Berlin 
seemed {o bo a city wii{hont hope and 
wilhout a fulure, Bul Iho pessimisis at that 
period, over 20 ycars ago, did not know 
the people of Berlin. There is no more 
remarkable slory In human history than 
the creallon of Ihis island of [reedonı and 
Prosgerity, of courage and determination, 
In the centre of post-war Europe. And It lia 
you who have done it, It is you who re- 
built this great city, It is you who have 
stood ihe shock of crises, Il is you wlio 
have kept the faith iı yourselves and 
your Allies. Berlin may look lonely on tha 
map. But lt is a vital part af hn wurll 
that believes in the capacity of ınan to 
govem himself wth responsiblity and (u 
shape this destiny in dkynily. 


If this Is an aye of symbols, one of tha 
great symbols of tho ago is this city, and 
what you clo here is done for free mien 
evorywhere Lhrouglou the world. You 
stand for a cause much bigger than your= 
selves and this is the grealest destiny that 
a man or a woınan can hava, 

Your will lo reımnain frne slrengthens lhe 
will to freedom of all men, your courda(Jo 
in Ihe faco of dallberala and constant 
challenge fortifies the courage of all those 
who love liberty. 

The presence of an American Presldenl 
in Berlin, following a recent visit by a 
British Prime Minister, is another kind ol 
symbol. It is a way ol denıonstraling un- 
mislakably our longstanding comnllment 
to the people of West Berlin. 
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Cheering crowds more than once halted the American President's motorcade as he 
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progressed through West Berlin on 27 February. Chancellor Kiesinger and ni
